Tallinn, Estonia, Sept. 26 1st.— 


(By Telephone to Copenhagen)— 
Premier Kaarel Eenpalu declared 
today through his secretary that 
he was confident Soviet Russia 
would respect Estonia's declara- 
tion of neutrality. 


"Certainly Russia will do that 


—we are auite sure'" the secre- 
tary quoted the premier. 


"Everything in Tallinn and Es- 


tonia is very calm today," the 
secretary said. 


He added that if new Russian 


troops had arrived at Estonia's 
frontiers, "we would know it, but 
in Tallinn we have not heard a 
word."

cuss reports that conversations | 
with Russia over possible trade 
and nonaggression pacts were not 
going well. Nor would he discuss 
the reasons for the sudden return 
of Estonian Foreign Minister Karl 
Seller from Moscow yesterday.

He expressed hope a trade agree- 
ment with Germany also could be 
reached soon.

Resignation of Moscicki, now 


living in "restricted residence" at 
King Carol's hunting lodge at 
Bucaz. 
Appointment of a new presi- 


dent by Moscicki, acting under 
the foreign power granted by the 
Polish constitution permitting the 
president to designate his succes- 
sor pending a new election; Po- 
land has no vice president. 


The new president's organiza- 


tion of a completely new govern- 
ment with an "absentee capital" 
at Paris, cooperating with the 
allied governments. 


Paderewski is believed to be in 


Switzerland, Zaleski in Paris. 


Final decision on Moscicki^ 


resignation and the appointment 
of a successor was expected later 
today or tomorrow. 


Paderewski, who headed the 


state of Poland created after the 
World War, has taken no part in 
recent political affairs. 


(He suffered a heart attack in 


New York last May 25 shortly 
before a scheduled concert in 
Madison Square Garden. 
After 


cancelling a projected tour of the 
country, he sailed for Switzer- 
land May 30. His condition re- 
cently was described as much im- 
proved. 
With Moscicki's resignation he 


would revert to the status of a 
private citizen. Then, it was ex- 
pected, the Rumanian govern- 
ment would remove 
restrictions 


on his residence and movements.

Any victory over them 
is a benefit to all men. 
; "Those who are guilty of starting a war 
beUveen human beings," Dr. Cannon main- 
tains, "are traitors to all men. For in war it 
is these same persistent enemies which se- 
cure immensely increased advantages." 


Any intelligent person can fill out the rest 


of the picture for himself—the injustice, 
hatred and bitterness which war spreads like 
poison through great populations, and whose 
effects last for years or generations. The 
waste of vast resources which might have 
made life safer and happier for millions. The 
crippling and killing of thousands or even 
millions of people. The perversion of human 
ideals. The turning of truth upside down and 
inside out 
' "The drumming guns that have no doubt" 


should be invoked only when every other re- 
course has failed. It is impossible for sane 
people, living in an atmosphere of sanity, to 
believe that the wars raging today in Europe 
apd Asia are necessary. They are a disease 
sprung from ignorance, hate and fanaticism, 
and a disease by which the greatest civiliza- 
tion which has ever appeared on this earth 
might commit suicide. 


THE STUBBORN BRITISH 


Britain has had some hard blows lately, 


particularly in the loss of Russia as an ex- 
pected ally, the destruction of so many mer- 
chant ships and war craft, the collapse of 
Poland, the wide-flung threat of Russian in- 
tervention, and the growing fright of small 
powers whose cooperation Britain has ex- 
pected. But the only response from London 
is that Britain will fight on in the crusade 
against military autocracy in Europe. 


"We are conscious of fighting other battles 


as well as our own," says the London Times, 
"and we are the more nerved for the years 
of war ahead. Defeat and compromise alike 
are wholly out of the reckoning. The war 
will end with the extinction of Hitlerism and 
with that only." 


The situation must have looked even darker 


to the English at the beginning of the last 
century, when they undertook their crusade 
against Napoleon, who was then kicking 
kings around as Hitler kicks democracies 
around. But they finally overmastered him— 
with German help. Could that happen again? 


Wouldn't it be wonderful if private citizens, 


like governments, could drop their inhibi- 
tions and grab their neighbors' homes and 
businesses? 


This is a wonderful time for people to get 


rid of the metallic junk that has been clut- 
tering up the garage and basement. 


Now they're saying in Geneva that the

When some individuals cat strawberries, an at- 


tack of hives (urticaria) follows; in others eating of 
eggs, bread, butler, and other nourishing foods will 
cause hives. These individuals are said to be over- 
sitive or allergic to these foods. 


What should be remembered, however, is that 


because you do not have hives or an inflammation 
of the skin following the eating of food does not 
mean that you are not allergic to certain foods. In- 
stead of hives, you may have an attack of headache, 
indigestion^ nausea, peihaps vomiting, excessive gas 
pressure and other symptoms, clue to foods to which 
you are sensitive. 


Dr. Walter Alvarez, Mayo Clinic, m Ohio State 


Medical Journal, states that about one-fourth of 
those suffering with indigestion are sensitive or al- 
lergic to one or more loods and that the commonest 
are milk and eggs "which \\o have always looked 
upon as particularly safe for the sick." 


How can you tell whether or not you arc sensi- 


tive to certain foods ? When the pain or indigestion 
or headache comes in intervals of \\oeks or months, 
a written record should be made of unusual foods, 
not eaten every day, \\hich were eaten in the 
twenty-four hours be-fore the symptoms (headache, 
abdominal pain, indigestion) occurred. Suspicion 
should fall particularly on foods eaten at the meal 
just previous to the attack 
After three or four 


attacks, examine the record to sec if there was any 
one food that was eaten before each upset. If there 
was, the food should be left alone, to see if relief is 
obtained. 


Dr. Alvarez states that if the distress is present 


every day he begins their diet with lamb, rice, but- 
ter, sugar and canned pears, \vhich seldom cause 
trouble. If the patient is comfortable on this diet 
he begins to add beef, potato, gelatin, carrots, tur- 
nips, asaparagus, string beans, arrowroot cookies, 
rye krisps, thin toast, and oatmeal, watchin"- for 
trouble after the addition of each food 


I have spoken before of Dr. Roue s "elimination" 


diets (leaving out certain foods) which are much in 
use by nutrition exports, but this simple method as 
suggested by Dr. Alvare/ can be used by anyone.

The lists look different but are 
essentially the same. 


They correspond very closely to 


the American contraband list of 
1917, and consequently no protest 
against them will be made by the 
United States government. 


An American ship which car- 


ries contraband to a belligerent 
can be stopped, searched and her 
cargo seized. There are many pre- 
cedents under international law 
which establish that the ship can 
be seized, too. 


If the ship carrying contraband 


to a belligerent is stopped by a 
submarine which cannot escort her 
.into port or place a prize crew 
aboard her, she may be sunk after 
careful provisions are taken for 
the safety of her crew and pas- 
sengers.

Hydroelectric 
Power Expands 


Rapid Growth of Industry 


In United States It 


Source of Wonder. 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—The rapid 


growth of hydroelectric power in the 
United States is emphasized by the 
announcement that the addition of 
a seventh huge generator maket the 
Boulder dam plant the largest in 
the world, with a present capacity 
of 860,000 horsepower and a poten- 
tial production of more than twice 
that amount 


"Water power itself is of ancient 


lineage; water wheels were in use 
on the Nile, the Euphrates, and the 
Yellow river at least 3,000 yean 
ago," says the National Geograph- 
ic society. "A few old water wheels 
are still grinding in the Blue Ridge 
mountains, the Great Smokies, and 
elsewhere in the United States. 


"In 1354 the town of Laxey, on the 


Isle of Man, made power history 
with a gigantic water wheel more 
than 72 feet in diameter, developing 
150 horsepower. Water piped down 
from the hills turned the big wheel 
to pump water from the lead mines. 
It would take 5,733 such 72-foot 
\vheels to equal Boulder dam's pres- 
ent power. 


First Plant in Wisconsin. 


"The first hydroelectric central 


plant in the United States was set 
up in a small frame building less 
than 20 feet square at Appleton, 
Wis., in 1322. There now are 2,869 
electric water-power plants in the 
United States, counting only those 
of ICO horsepower and over. 


"The turbine, successor to the an- 


cient water wheel, had been in proc- 
ess of development more than 50 
years—starting in Europe—when 
:he Appleton plant was established. 
Improvements in turbine design 
lave continued until toda.v one tur- 


I bine develops 1,000 times the power 


of the giant water wheel on the Isle 
of Man, or 150,000 horsepower. 


"Before the close of the past cen- 


tury, the era of hydroelectric power 
had begun. A plant had been erect- 
ed at Oregon City in 1833, and three 
years later another at Ames, Colo.; 
a plant in California delivered pow- 
er to Pomona and San Bernardino 
the same year. In 1893 a central 
plant was built at the mouth of Hill 
Creek canyon in southern Califor- 
nia, and another at Hartford, Conn. 


"Some measure of the vastness 


of the hydroelectric industry today 
is indicated by the C8 power dams 
in the United States 230 feet high 
and over, ranging upwards to Boul- 
der dam, 727 feet hi^h, on the Colo- 
rado river between Arizona and Ne- 
vada. Here the power house is two 
city blocks long and as high as a 
20-story building. It turns factorj 
v.heels 250 miles away and light: 
the streets of Los Angeles.
